ROME,  June  IS.— After  a  preliminary 
bombardment  Italian  troops  mado  an 
atUc)c  in  the  Lagarina  Valley  and  cap- 
tured a  strong  Austrian  line,  the  War 
Office  announced  today.  * 

The  announcement  is  as  follows: 

"Between  the  Adlge  and  Brenta.  there 
la  heavy  artillery  lighting.  We  are 
making  progi«as  In  the  fkoe  .of  stub- 
hsin 'f«aiatniie#H>y'  the  audiny. 

"In  the  Lagarina  Valley,  ws  made' a 
bHUlaat  attaOk.  after  effective  artillery 
preparation.  We  took  by  asaault  the 
strong  line  from  the  Parmesan  heights 
to  the  eaat  of  the  Ain  and  Amexsano 
mountalna.  and  along  the  whole  Rlooo- 
mlnl.  The  enemy  Immediately  launched 
counter-attacka  on  our  new  poaltlons — 
all  of  which  were  repulsed.  Along  the 
Postna-Astico  front  there  waa  a  heavy 
bombardment  on  both  aidea.  Tho  enemy 
infantry  penetrated  Molialni,  but  waa 
driven  out  by  our  accurate  Are. 

"On  the  Aalago  plateau,  the  altuatlon 
la  unchanged. 

"In  the  6ugana  Valley  on  the  night  of 
June  11,  and  on  the  following  morning, 
detachments  of  the  enemy  attempted  to 
advance  eaat  of  the  Maao  torrent,  but 
were  repulaed  with  considerable  losses.

Or  ToUala.  cbalnnaa  of  tba  Demaatio 
Food  Products  CommltUe,  referring 
yaatarday  to  the  paucity  aad  iaoam- 
platenaaa  of  tha  repUaa  to  the  circular 
M«nt  out  by  the  aub-oommlttee  on  dairy- 
ing, aaid  that  tbo  ccmmlitee  waa'  dlaap- 
pointed  but  not  diacouraged.  Tba  ex- 
perience of  moat  people  who  bava  at- 
taaptad  to  aselta  intareat  on  the  part  of 
farmers  In  matters  relating  to  their  own 
business  haa  been  vary  diaappalnting  at 
the  outaet.  Vdry  nwnt  fbraara  resent 
being  questioned  about  thoir  private  af- 
Yaii's;  but  aftfr  a  time  tbay  ebnia  ta  aaa 
the  value  of  the  colleotloa  off  atatlatlca 
of  farm  production  and  reapond  readily 
enough.       In    an    Eaatern    Province   an 

tffort  Waa  made  to  aecuro  from  farrocra 
aporia  on  the  acreage  under  the  varloua 
oropa  and  the  condition  of  the  cropa. 
Many  peraona  resented  thla.  but  after  a 
year  they  became  eager  to  send  and  to 
get  Information.  They  found  it  a  help 
to  them  la  their  bualaes^  Wban  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agrlcul-. 
ture  began  its  iesue  of  crop  reports,  it 
waa  greeted  with  hilarity.  Long  ago  It 
came  to  be  recognised  as  of  the  greatest 
value.  Faraera  are  alow  to  laarn.  but 
la  that  raapact  they  are  like  avarybody 
mtc — luby  wdrkeri  r«r  agii«intanii 
davetopmeat  complain  of  the  former,  but 
do  not  recognise  the  latter.  Or.  Tolmle'a 
oomalttee  concedes  tba  Juatlea  of  tha 
farmer'a  poaltlan:  "Tou'vo  got  to  abow 
me."  and  it  ia  going  to  try  and  abow 
tbam. 

One  of  the  twlnti  brought  out  In  same 
of  the  lettera  read  before  tha  committee 
waa  that  farmers  are  very  partial  to 
pure-bred  sires,  but  the  returns  did  not 
show  the  inorease  in  dairy  products  that 
might  be  expected  from  improved  stock. 
Some  years  ago  there  waa  an  anla4ted 
discussion  In  tha  agricultural  Journals 
on  tha  queatlon:  "Feed  varaua  Breed." 
Some  af  the  diapuanta  olalmad .  that 
feed  waa  much  tba  more  Impartant; 
othera  took  tha  oppoalte  poeltion,  but 
all  were  agreed  that  both  tomMned 
were  better  than  either  alone.  Some  of 
the  writers  Insisted  that  a  well-bred 
animal  would  not  do  aa  well  on  poor 
feed  aa  a  acrub,  and  tha  raaaon  given 
waa  that  the  nervoue  organism  of  the 
pure-bred  animal  felt  tba  Offa^t  of  poor 
keep  far  mora  aerloualy  thaa  tha  In- 
ferior animal.  We  'need  not  go  Into 
argument  on  thla  palnti  beoauae  there  Is 
no  Justlflcation  for  poorly  feeding  any 
animal,  We  gather  from  the  few  letters 
that  were  read  that  tbara  la  a  growing 
dlapoaitlon  to  Improve  tba  foad  ration 
for  oattla  and  to'  depend  mora  largely 
upon  boJkM-raiiad  faddfr. 


According  to  Lloyd's,  at  the  cloae  of 
the  year  \t\k  tbara  ware  M  fewer 
ataamara  on  tba  ragietar  than  at  tha 
close  o?

DEFINES  STAND  ON 

HALF-HOLIDAY  DATE 

The  Vtotorto  RaOaM  Merobants'  Aaa- 
elation,  under  date  of  June  12.  has  de- 
fined its  stand  on  the  balf-hollday 
queatlon  aa  foltowo: 

"We  believe  tbat  tbe  fuiraignllloanoe 
of  the  movement  which  would  close  all 
atoll  stores  on  Saturday  afternoon  baa 
not  been  fully  graaped  by  a  great  num- 
ber of  reaponalble  dtlMns  in  the  com- 
munity whose  interats  will  bo  vitally 
affected.  To  theae  especially  we  com- 
mend  the  following  facts: 

"This  is  not  a  queetlon  of  sentiment:* 
it  Is  a  matter  of  buainas.  To  cIom  the 
retail  atorea  of  thia  city  on  Saturday 
meana  the  d^nite  refanl  of  a  great 
volume  of  buslnea  which  will  be  lo«t 
Irrevocably. 

"During  th^  coming  montha  five  or 
six  thouaand  aoldlera  will  ba  atationed 
at  Sidney.  Saturday'  will  be  the  only 
opportunity  they  will  have  of  vtaiting 
Victoria  and  doin^  their  shopping.  This 
argument  applies  with  almat  equal 
force  to  the  entire  purchasing  public. 
It  applies  to  seafaring  men  of  all  de- 
acrlptiona  who  visit  this  port  on  Satur- 
day to  pUrcbase  weakly  supplies.  it 
applia  to  lumbermen  for  the  aame  rea- 
wn.  It  applies  to  the  farmers.  Satur- 
day Is  by  custom  and  convanlence  the 
day  when  every  section  of  the  commun- 
ity look  to  the.  retail  merchant  to  mat 
their  legltlibat^  requirements  by  keep- 
ing his  store  open  until  a  reasonable 
hour.  To  aiaragard  tbia  faot  by  de- 
liberately closing  the  atora  would  be  an 
arbitrary  act.  the  efTecta  of  which 
would  be  Instantly  felt  by  tha  retoil 
merchant  himself. 

"Its  flnal  effects,  however,  would  be 
felt  by  the  whole  community,  but  par- 
ticularly by  those  whose  interests  are 
Intimktely  bound  up  with  the  prosper- 
ity or  otherwise  of  Victoria  aa  a  city, 
for  the  fact  should  not  be  lost  sight  of 
that  upon  tha  prosperity  of  the  retail 
merchant  depends  very  largely  the 
prosperity  of  everyone  diyrctly  inter- 
ested In  the  future  of  Victoria.  Preaent 
conditions,  and  the  outlook  for  tha  im- 
mediate future,  do  not  warrant  the  try- 
ing out  of  an  experiment  which  would 
ba  without  precedent  throughout 
Canada. 

"We  would  further  point  out  that  thla 
la  hardly  a  tlnie  In  tbe  hietery  of  the 
country  or  of  the  Empire  wlien  a  quea- 
tlon can  be  considered  solely  from  the 
point  of  view  of  providing  an  oppor- 
tunity for  more  Recreation  or  enteruin- 
ment.  Citisenship  of  'the  preant  and 
the  future  nada  to  stifTen  rather  than 
relax,  and  more  emphasis  needs  to  be 
laid  on  the  necessity  for  keqping  the 
whals  of  national  and  local  obmmerce 
revolving.  We  submit  that  the  case 
against  a  Satjrdv  half  •holiday  ta  baaad 
on  Bobnd  ectAtoinita,  ^nfi  tq,  ferlo'uiilY 
minded  people  who  are  accustomed  to 
eonaidar  public  questions  on  thas 
grounds,  we  arnatly  cemmaad '  tbe 
foragoiag.  / 

"We  believe  that  consideration  of 
thae  arguments  will  convince  them 
that,  in  the  intareets  of  the  community 
and  for  the  protection  of  their  shara  in 
that  Interest,  it  is  imparaUve  that  they 
raglater  their  opinion  at  the  poll  and 
Me  tbat  their  frienda  do  the  ame  in 
favor  of  a  holiday  that  will  ause  the 
leaat  financial  loas  to  Victoria  and  the 
least  general  inconvenience  to  Vic- 
torians, namely,  the  Wednesday  Half- 
Holiday."

Sir. — In  regard  to  the  news  Item  under 
the  heading  "Admiralty's  Error."  In  your 
laaua  of  June  10.  Ia  It  poaibla  that  tba 
people  of  Great  BriUin  and  the  Bmptre 
have  not  gathered  the  signifieance  of 
the  policy  of  the  Admiralty?  They  m^y 
tbat  tbe  first  ImpraMlon  created  by  tbe 
Way  in  which  the  results  ef  the  battle 
were  anaounad  baa  not  yet  been  aradi- 
Mtad  even  bore.  (In  Great  Britain  I 
auppoaa  la  aaant.).  Could  anyone  aup- 
poae  tar  a  memebt  that  the  Admiralty 
had  not  wall  thought  out  tha  affata  of 
their  policy,  or  that  they  were  capable 
of  creating  uneaalnea  and  depreaion 
In  th^r  awn  country  at  aueb  A  titna, 
Wantonly  or  aa  a  Jake?  It  la  unthink- 
able, abd  tba  Idda  baa  to  be  dtomlaitod 
from  pur  mlnda. 

If  wa  compare  the  policy  ef  tbe  Brtt- 
iah  wltb.  tbat  af  the  Oermaan.  wa  nay 
aa  aontg  'caaa  for  gratification.  We 
may  find  that  the  humiliation  and  mor- 
tifieailaa  of  the  Oarman  paopto  wUi  not 
be  a  natter  of  daya.  but  aatartad.  Tha 
value  af  the  arark  af  oar  aairy  ta  tba 
battle. baa  ban  deublad.  In  tbat  tbe  ty- 
ing aad  deceit  of  the  Germane  baa  l>aen 
oxpoaed  to  the  whale  world,  aad  we  Way 
raat  aaured  that,  In  aplM  of  aU  tito  odn- 
an  In  Germany,  the  true  altuatlaa 
auat  be  auspcetpd  by  tba  Gamail  peo- 
ple, and  can  reault  in  nothing  but  aua- 
piclen  and  dtotruat  of  tiMir  rulara. 

Tbe  way  in  which  the  allera  were 
received  la  the  hom^  porta,  after  the 
battle,  to  to  be  daptorad:  bat  being  iban 
of  strong  common  senae,  baaldaa  being 
brave  and  couragaas,  whan  tbay  raalia 
tbat  an  important  part  af  tha  battle  was 
attll  ta  pregrea.  tbe  latter  part  om  of 
wita  between  the  Britlab  and  German 
Admiraltin.  aad  tbat  tbe  raault  was 
baavlty  In  our  favor,  tbey  will  no  doubt 
fMl  amply  eempeaatad.  Our  feeling  of 
aorrew  aad  faprsalnn  ew  raeelvta#  tbe 
first  iMWa  af  tbe  battle  we  will  bafa  to 
take  aa  part  af  the  cost  of  war,  bat  We 
an  rsasmbar  that  the  bright  day  fpl- 
laawtBa  «ark  aigbt. 


A  vivid  deaription  of  tha  attack 
upon  the  cratera  at  St.  Ktol  ta  given  in 
a  letter  from  a  Canadian  in  a  Weetein 
infantry  batuUon: 

"After  the  minea  bad  been  blown  up 
at  St.  Biol  we  ralleved  aome  Imperial 
troopa  who  wera  then  holding  tbe  ora- 
tere.  and  for  four  daye  and  ntghta  we 
a-ere  under  aa  Intenae  artilUi'y  t>o«n- 
bardraent,  every  minuto  of  which  one 
felt  might  be  hia  laat.  Soma  uaohtne 
gun  men  who  wara  at  Looa  told  me  they 
had  aevar  aeon  auch  a  concentrated  fire 
on  one  apot.  Tha  activity  waa  con- 
fined to  about  000  yards  of  trench,  with 
the  result  that  they  concentrated  their 
guna  on  that  090  yards.  On  the  fourth 
night,  when  the  artillery  let  up  a  little, 
we  got  our  relief,  and  on  getting  out  of 
tboae  oratara.  and  out  of  the  range  of 
flra,  I  am  aura  every  man  of  ug  aald 
'Thank  God' — and  not  in  bny  light 
sense,  but  with  a  dap  faltng  of  grati- 
tude. It  WM  a  perfect  hell.  Tou  might 
be  talking  to  a  fellow  a  few  yards  away 
from  you,  when  you  would  fal  a  hot 
flash,  and  the  chap  yOu  were  talkfng  \d 
had  gone.  Whether  he  was  blowii  to 
plecM  or  burled.  Dad  knows.  You 
would  wonder  If  your  turn  would  aome 
next.  By  far  the  largeat  percentage  of 
our  oasualtta  were  wouVids,  and  It  is 
this  tact  that  aeems  so  marvalloua. 

"It  ia  eaay  to  understand  why  men 
lose  their  nerves,  and  when  they  do  it 
is  a  pitiful  alght.  We  practically  had 
no  protection,  such  as  is  given  by  a 
trench,  as  all  trancha  were  levelled 
down.  It  haa  struck  men,  since  being 
through  thia  affair,  and  having  aen 
the  aftermath,  that  if  the  detatla  of 
thia  war  wara  glvaa  out  mare  fraly 
that  it  would  be  a  factor  in  ahortening 
tbe  war.  I  do  not  mean  tbat  .1  would 
like  to  aee  It  ao,  but  If  paple  had  tha 
affaota  brought  oleeer  to  tbam,  tla  peo- 
ple of  all  tbe  rauntrla  would  call  far 
peace. 

"Aa  an  example  of  human  endurann,  t 
give  you  the  following  taota.  After  tha 
heat  of  thia  crater  business  was  over— > 
that  ia  to  aay, .after  four  days'  bom* 
hardment,  and  we  were  ralleved,  alto» 
gather  nine  days  aftor  thia — one  af  our 
fallows  waa  picked  up  outside  tba  lip 
of  one  of  tha  cratera  He  waa  wounded 
ill  the  tbigb,  and  waa  dalirioua;  today  1 
auppoa  be  la  in  Rnglanid  and  dolpg 
well.  It  would  ba  bard  to  btllava.  bift  |

Ueut  O.  S.  Carstairs,  wounded,  was 
one-,  of  the  most  prominent  athletes  In 
the  city  before  he  left  on  active  ser- 
vl««.  He  was  captain  of  the  Wander- 
era  football  team,  and  represented  Vic- 
toria on  the  all-star  teama  He  waa 
also  Interestad  In  cricket  He  joined 
the  Mth  Fusiliers  shortly  after  its.  or- 
ganisation, and  laft  for  Ehigland  as  a 
member  of  the  S*th  Battalion,  under 
the  comnund  of  Col.  John  Hall.  He  Is 
a  native  of  London,  and  had  consider-

He  was  a  member  of  the  Union  Bank 
staeff  there  and  obtained  hla  commis- 
sion only   recently.

Lugrta  aald  that  ainee  he  had  bean  elect- 
ed prealdaat  of  tha  Board  of  Trade  he 
would  be  unable  to  eootlaue  aa  chairman 
of  the  committee,  and  he  retired  afUr 
Dr.  8.  P.  Tolmie  had  been  elected  to  the 
ehalrmanahip,  and  Profeaaor  W.  T.  Mao- 
donald.    to   the   ▼ioe-chaimianahlp. 

A  report  from  the  aulr-cemmlttee  on 
dairying  waa  oonaldarad,  and  it  waa 
atotad  that  tka  Farroera*  Inatltutea  had 
not  replied  aa  they  ahould  have  done  to 
requeata  for  Information  regarding  the 
slse  of  herds,  etc  Several  lettera  from 
various  agricultural  aaaoclatlona  ware 
read,  one  of  which,  from  Nauwittee  and 
Bbnahartle,  at  the  aorth  end  of  the  la- 
Uad.  complained  of  the  freight  rataa 
aad  traaaportatloa  fadlltlea.  ThIa  lat- 
ter waa  ordered  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  council  for  what  action  might 
be  deemed  neoeaaary.  It  being  recognised 
that  the  dilBcultlea  of  traaaportatloa  la 
relation  to  farmera  are  acme  of  tha 
moat  aerious  drawbaoka  to  the  agrtoul- 
tural proaperlty  of  the  country.

Mr.  T.  B.  F.  Wlaaeko.  of  the  dairy 
branch  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, told  mambera  preaant  aomothing 
of  the  dairying  altuatlon  aa  It  axlata  to- 
day and  aald  that  In  tbo  Coohmc  dlatrict 
condlUons  were  rapidly  Improving.  Five 
hundred  oowa  ware  being  teatad  each 
month  under  Oovammant  regulatlone 
and  a  higher  atandard  waa  annually  be- 
ing eat  for  catUoi  The  production  of 
milk  waa  looraaalnc. 

It  waa  atated,  however,  by  Mr.  Wl- 
anoko  that  there  waa  hardly  a  cow  on 
Vancouver  laUnd  that  waa  paying  for 
Ita  coat  Tha  reaaon  waa  that  the  coat 
of  production  and  diatrlbutlon  of  dairy 
prodoea  waa  to  great,  and  there  waa  not 
enough  attention  paid  to  aclentlflo  feed- 
ing and  all-round  economy  by  aUmlnat- 
Ing  unnoceaaary  expenaaa.  "In  the  city 
of  Vancouver,"  he  aald.  "It  coata  dairy- 
men 1500,000  annually  to  dlatrlbnta  their 
milk.  There  are  altogether  too  many 
vandora.  In  Vlctorift  there  are  flfty- 
nve  independent  milkmen,  and  that  ia 
far  too  large  a  number,  for  a  oity  of  tbla 
else." 

Mr.  Wianoko  alao  complalaad  of  the 
practice  of  local  roerchanta  of  offering 
Imported  butter  before  local  produce. 
The  fact  that  there  waa  a  profit  of  T 
or  t  centa  on  foreign  butter,  compared 
with  one  of  S  oenta  00  Vancouver  lalaad 
gooda  accounted  for  that. 

Wban  it  waa  reported  that  repUea  had 
baea  received  from  only  three  or  four 
Farmera'  Inatltutea  to  the  communlea- 
tiona  aent  out  recently  by  the  Food 
Producta  Committee,  Dr.  Tolode  ax- 
preaaed  the  opinion  that  they  had  failed 
to  graap  the  aeriouanaaa  of  tha  work 
before  the  committee  and  tha  abaolute 
importance  of  placing  agrieultufe  on 
thia  laland  on  a  blgber  plana. 

Mr.  Lk  A.  Walker  auggeated  that  a 
business  men's  excursion  to  all  diatrieta 
of  the  Island  be  arranged  for  the  pnr» 
poaa  of  getting  Into  peraonal  touch  with 
the  farmera.  He  emphaaixed  tha  need 
of  education  and  thought  the  exouralon 
plan  would  bS  the  beat  way  of  bringing 
the  farmera  into  line  In  the  movement 
for  Improved  a#rloulture. 

It  was  advocated  by  Dr.  Tolmie  that 
the  bankera  be  alae  intareatad.  aa  tbalr 
aupport  arould  be  Invaluable  later  oa. 
Tha  varioua  boarda  of  trade  ahould  alao 
be  communicated  with. 

After  aoma  dlaeuaaloB.  It  waa  decided 
that  the  InlUal  atep  to  gat  Into  touch 
with  tha  farmera  would  be  taken  oa  th^ 
oocaalon  of  an  excoralon  to  the  Baaaa 
Bay  Kxperimenul  Farm,  which  wlU  be 
made  In  about  two  weeka'  time.  The 
boarda  of  trade  of  tha  lalaad  wilt  be 
Invited  to  aend  two  dalegatea  both  to  the 
excuraion  and  to  a  preliminary  meeting 
to  be  held  hera  After  the  committee 
haa  vlalted  the  experimental  farm.  pr*.

Pro- 
feaaor  D.  K,  Karvev  M.  A.,  of  Poona,  an 
eduoauoniat  and  reformer,  haa  main- 
tained a  home  for  Indian  widowa.  Soma 
of  them  are  mothera  with  one  or  more 
ohildren.  other*  are  Infanta  themaelvea. 
Tbaae  widows  have  been  clothed,  fed 
and  aheltered.  They,  receive  education 
both  rellgloua  and  secular,  and  are 
taught  aome  art  or  craft  by  which  they 
may  become  aelf-aupportlng. 

With  the  graduatea  of  thia  achool  aa 
a  nuelauB,  Profeaaor  Karve  la  about  to 
eaUbliah  a  university  for  women.  It 
will  not  be  under  Oovernment  control, 
and  the  language  used  will  l>e  the  native 
teague.  The  instruction  given  will  be 
antirely  different  from  that  which  la 
«lvan  to  men,  although  Profeaaor  Karve 
aaya  that  : 

"I  have  to  obaerve  that  no  education 
differant  from  that  given  in  High 
Schoola  and  college*  afflllated  to  tha 
aeveral  universities  intended  for  men  la 
given  to  women.  Those  women  who  have 
"the  time,  money  and  inclination,  and  can 
afford  to  go  high  enough  on  thia  ladder 
are  welcome  to  follow  theae  couraca  of 
atudy,  and  our  aoclety  will  be  ,tha  bot- 
her for  them.  -Out  the  number  •f.  theae 
fadle*  mbst  Deoeasarlly   be  small." 

For  the  majority  of  women  this 
teacher  bellevea  their  education  ahould 
be  auch  aa  will  apecially  at  them  for 
the  work  in  the  world  they  will  be  called 
upon  to  do  when  achool  daya  are  over 
Whether  thia  view  ia  right  or  not.  It 
la  one  that  ia  held  by  many  in  the 
weatern  world.  The  Important  thing, 
however,  la  that  a  leader  among  the  In- 
dian people  haa  awakened  to  tbe  wroaga 
Inflicted  for  generations  on  the  widows. 
Whatever  education  and  training  ia 
given  them  cannot  fall  to  baoeflt  them 
and  all  of  the  InhabiUnta  of  the  coun- 
try.

It  ia  hard  to  believe  that  anywhere  in 
the  woHd  doea  the  dandelion  ptent 
flourish  more  luxuriantly  than  In  the 
neighborhood  of  Victorl%  Every  waate 
apot  is  made  lovely  In  the  early  Spring 
by  ita  golden  bloasoma  and  its  trespaaa 
upon  cultivated  ground  requires  the 
utmost  vigilance  to  check.  Yet  whan 
we  are  told  tbat  the  plant  haa  a  oom- 
mercial  value,  there  la  little  inciinatton 
to  make  use  of  what  baa  hitherto  been 
worse  than  a  waste  product  if  larga 
proflta  cannot  be  realised,  the  dande* 
liona  may  atlll  cumber  and^xhauat  the 
ground. 

Tet  no  lesa  an  authority  than  The 
Sclentlflc  American  ahows  that  tha  plant 
ia  of  medicinal  value,  and  that  in  the 
Eaetern  BUtes  a  beginning  haa  been 
made  in  its  cultivation.  If  in  the  cli- 
mate of  New  England  this  work  Is  found 
proflUble,  It  is  not  easy  to  aee  why  tba 
dandelion  root  cannot  be  supplied  to 
the  manufacturing  druggists  of  Canada 
frem  Vancouver  Island.  Thla  ia  what 
The  Sclentlflc  American  says: 

"One  often  hoara  tbe  auUment  that 
every  production  of  nature  is  good  in 
Its  kind,  and  the  dandelion  ia  not  an 
ezoeption,  for  every  part  of  the  plant  la 
in  repute  for  ita  particular  purpoaea. 
It  has  In  recent  yeara  acquired  a  degree 
of  importenee  which,  on  tbat  account, 
entitlea  it  to  notice.  Ita  cultivation  in 
the  United  States  does  not  date  back 
very  far,  but  it  ia  highly  probable  that 
it  will  become  a  plant  of  conalderabla 
oooimareial  value.  It  la,  perhapo.  ana 
of  the  most  cosmopolitan  of  medicinal 
pteata.  for  bealda*  being  aa  actually 
Noognixed  article  in  pharmacy  It  is  alao 
largely  collected  and  used  by  tbe  coun- 
try people  for  liver  complainta  and  In 
caaea  of  dyspepsia.  The  reota  are  used 
In  a  variety  of  waya  in  Europe  and  ia 
paMa  of  this  country.  One  uaeful  form 
te  that  of  a  paate.  which  la  made  by 
pounding  tbe  freak  roota  pteetng  the 
maaa  Into  tina  or  Jara.  aad  baking  it  la 
an  oven  unltll  ft  la  thoroughly  dry.  it 
la  need  alao  aa  a  subatltote  for  coffee. 
For  tbla  purpoae  tbe  roots  a>e  waahed. 
dried  te  tbe  aun.  aad  cut  into  amall 
ptaeaa.  aftar  which  they  are  roeatad  la 
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"The  naa  of  daadeUaa-loavea  aa  a  pot- 
herb or  aalad  la  tba  early  Spring  te 
well  known  in  tMa  oaaatry.  Tbe  cbun- 
tyy  people  make  from  tkem  a  tonic  re- 
oam  mended  for  purifying  tke  blaod.  Ite 
uae  for  tbe  table  baa  become  ao  uni- 
veraal  that  te  a  number  of  plaoaa  larga 
fields  are  devoted  entirely  to  ita  culture. 
The  leavea  when  boiled  form  a  very 
agreeable  substitute  far  tbe  aplaaeb  and 
other  green  at  a  much  earlier  period  of 
tke  aeaaon  than  that  in  which  any  other 
plant  te  foiuul  to  ripen  te  tbla  climate. 
The  ttowera  are  uaed  for  makteg  ao- 
called  dandelion-wlna   .    .    . 

"The  induatry  te  atlll  locallaed  around 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Boaton;  but 
aftar  tba  American  growers  learn  te 
realiae  aometbing  for  the  dandelton- 
roota.  aa  well  aa  for  tha  tepa,  it  will 
render  It  a  atlll  more  valuable  article  of 
growth.  At  tbe  preaent'  time  our  aup- 
ply  of  dandallon-roota  comea  chiefly 
from  Qermany.  Auatrla  and  France.  Tae 
UnltM  Statea  importe  many  toaa  of 
these  roota  annually,  and  there  te  no 
reaaon  why  tbe  American  truck-gar- 
dener* *bould  not  supply  thla  demand. 
Of  the  comparative  medicinal  qualities 
of  the  American  and  foreign-grown  roota 
numeroua  experlmenta  have  been  made, 
and  It  baa  been  fauad  tbat  the  foreign 
root  oontaina  no  one  eaaenttal  quality 
which  ia  not  poasessed  In  aa  equal  de- 
gree by  our  own;  It  is  in  aome  caaea 
even  more  effectual  than  the  foreign 
roots."

LONDON.  June  l8.-.Tbe  memorthl 
■ervlce  for  Plaid  Marahal  Barl  Kitchener, 
held  In  St  Paul'a  Cathedral  at  noon  to^ 
day.  waa  the  greatest  eeremonlal  of  na- 
tional mouralog  since  that  of  the  lata 
King  Bdward  VII.  It  waa  attended  by 
8.0M  persona,  bealdea  mambera  of  the 
royal  family.  th«  oabhiiet.  the  diplomatic 
oorpa  and  high  ofBoers  of  the  army  and 
navy,  together  with  many  membera  of 
Parliament  and  consplcuoua  flgurea 
from  all  branohee  of  the  nation's  life. 

Nearly  half  of  the  congregation  waa 
repreaenlatlva  of  the  army,  all.  from 
the  king  in  a  llWd  marahal'a  nhlfona  to 
privatea,  wearing  khalcl.  King  George. 
Queen  Mary  and  Queen  Mother  Alexan- 
dra ware  oonduoted  to  their  aaata  by  tha 
dean  and  chapter  of  St  Paul'a  The 
dean  eonduoted  tha  aerrlce.  Tha  Areh- 
bishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Blahop  of 
I<ondon  were  among  the'  clergy. 

Oraat  crowda  lined  the  streata  In  tha 
vicinity  of  St  Paula  Cathedral  and  atood 
for  hours  In  tha  rain  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  King  aeorge.  Queen  Mary  and 
Queen  Mother  Alexandra.

lin. Both  men  were  killed  during  the 
Minn  Fei»  outbreak  In  Dublin.  Lieut 
Lucaa  va«  for  aevarbl  year*  before  the 
v.ar  a  resident  of  MontiWl.  Ha  re- 
ceived a  commlealon  in  the  King  Ed- 
»ard'a  Horse  directly  after  the  declar- 
ation of  war.  He  was  wounded  in 
*'ranoe  alx  montha  age.  He  married.  In 
Kovamber,  l»H,  Hiss  Oale  Tulle,  o^ 
Montreal,  who  la  now  on  thia  aide. 

The  proaeoutlng  officer  aaid  that  on 
the  night  of  April  U.  C^apt  McNamara. 
with  the  accused  and  nine  men.  were 
aut^ned  as  a  guard  at  the  Qulaeaa' 
brewery.  Their  ordera  were  not  to  re- 
turn anipers'  ahbta  unleaa  a  raid  waa 
made.  At  11  o'clock,  Capt  Rotherham 
was  ordered  to  relieve  the  guard  at  the 
biewery,  and  Lieut  Lucae  accompanied 
him.
